The findings
and recommendati ons of the investigation are to be reported by the
Secretary of Commerce to the President no later than October 29, 2001.

The June 14,
2001 Federal Register Notice provided that any person, whether
presenting or not, nay subnmt a witten statenent through August 17,
2001, 30 days after the last hearing date. Witten subnissions by
persons not selected to make presentations at the Thursday, July 5,
2001 and Sunday, July 15, 2001 public hearings will be nade part of the
public record of the proceedings.
